SB  1  Brings  Massive  Transit  Windfall 
for  the  San  Fernando  Valley 

LOS  ANGELES  -  The  California 
Transportation  Committee 
recently  announced  $1 .792 
billion  in  funding 
recommendations  for 
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transportation  projects  in  Los 
Angeles,  with  a  large  chunk 
going  directly  to  the  San 
Fernando  Valley. 

The  grants  will  be  allocated  from 
SB1 ,  also  known  as  the  Road 
Repair  and  Accountability  Act  (or 
the  gas  tax),  California's 
landmark  transportation  funding 

bill  that  will  provide  $5.2  billion  annually  to  road  and  transportation 
infrastructure  repairs  and  mass  transit  expansion.  The  bill,  signed  into  law 
by  Governor  Jerry  Brown  last  year,  raised  the  state  gas  tax  and  state 
vehicle  fees  for  the  first  time  in  23  years. 

With  the  new  SB1  funding,  Los  Angeles  County  Metro  projects  will  receive 
$703  million  from  three  SB1  discretionary  programs:  the  Local  Partnership 
Program,  Solutions  for  Congested  Corridors  Program,  and  Trade  Corridor 
Enhancement  Program.  Additionally,  the  California  State  Transportation 
Agency  will  dedicate  $1 .088  billion  to  Metro  from  the  Transit  and  Intercity 
Rail  Capital  Program. 

Win  for  the  Valley 

The  major  funding  boost  is  a  huge  win  for  San  Fernando  Valley  residents. 
Roughly  $425  million  of  the  allocated  funds  will  go  toward  the  Orange  Line 
Bus  Rapid  Transit  Improvements  Project,  the  North  Hollywood/Pasadena 
Connector  and  the  East  San  Fernando  Valley  Transit  Corridor. 

Electric  DASH  Buses 

In  addition,  SB1  will  fund  LADOT's  purchase  of  1 12  zero-emission  electric 
buses  to  replace  existing  propane  buses,  as  well  as  add  more  buses  to  the 
DASH  fleet.  This  will  make  the  city's  bus  fleet  cleaner,  greener  and  more 
efficient  for  riders  across  Los  Angeles.

Metro  Approves  Pilot  Program  for 
Mobile  Showers  at  the  NoHo  Red  Line 


LOS  ANGELES  -  Last  week,  the  Metro  Board  of  Directors  approved  a  new 
measure  introduced  by  Councilmember  Krekorian  to  create  mobile  hygiene 
stations  and  shower  units  at  the  North  Hollywood  Red  Line  Station. 

The  motion  addresses  issues  of  hygiene  and  safety  at  transit  stations  and 
will  allow  Metro  staff  to  work  in  coordination  with  LA  County  to  connect 
homeless  residents  to  services.  It's  also  part  of  the  agency's  long-term  goal 
to  incorporate  public  restrooms  at  all  new  rail  stations. 

Metro  staff  will  report  back  in  four  months  with  a  detailed  plan  to  implement 
the  pilot  program,  which  will  roll  out  first  at  the  North  Hollywood  and 
Westlake/MacArthur  Park  stations. 
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The  Next  Generation  of  Bus  Service  for  Los  Angeles 


LOS  ANGELES  -  Metro  wants  to  hear  from  you  about  how  to  improve  the 
region's  bus  system.  The  transit  agency  is  embarking  on  a  major  overhaul 
of  its  network  of  buses  to  design  a  more  modern  and  useful  system  for 
Angelenos. 

The  NextGen  Bus  Study,  the  first  system-wide  review  in  25  years,  is  a  four 
stage  process  to  learn  more  about  bus  rider  habits  and  needs,  determine 
service  strategies  based  on  those  needs,  develop  a  new  bus  service  plan 
and  launch  the  new  network  in  LA  County.  The  results  of  the 
18-month-study  will  go  into  effect  in  fall  2019. 

To  provide  bus  service  that's  reliable,  efficient,  and  integrates  well  with  new 
transportation  options,  like  ride  hailing  and  bike  sharing,  Metro  needs  to 
hear  from  you.

Bike  Month  is  a  awareness  campaign  to  promote  bicycle  safety  and  teach 
the  community  about  alternative  transit  options.  Throughout  May,  Metro, 
local  organizations  and  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  will  be  partnering  on 
numerous  events,  including  Bike  Night  at  Union  Station,  how-to  bike 
workshops,  and  Bike  to  Work  Day  -  an  opportunity  to  leave  your  car  at 
home  and  try  commuting  by  bike  with  thousands  of  other  Angelenos  with  pit 
stops  across  the  county  for  snacks,  coffee  and  encouragement. 
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While  you're  out  on  the  town  enjoying  a  bike  ride,  be  sure  to  remember 
these  important  safety  tips: 

•  Wear  a  helmet  --  it's  required  by  law  for  people  under  1 8  years  of  age 
and  recommended  for  all. 

•  Obey  all  traffic  signals,  including  lights  and  stop  signs. 

•  Ride  in  the  same  direction  as  traffic. 

•  Use  hand  signals  before  turning,  stopping  or  changing  lanes  and 
make  eye  contact  with  drivers  to  signal  your  intent. 

•  Ride  predictably  and  in  a  straight  line. 

•  Obey  signs  and  signals  at  train  crossings.  Never  attempt  to  cross 
when  crossing  lights  and  arms  are  activated. 

•  Riding  with  headphones  in  both  ears  is  prohibited  by  law.

Krekorian  Helps  Preserve 
Historic  Zwebell  House  in  Studio  City 


STUDIO  CITY  -  This  week,  the  LA  City  Council  granted  historic  landmark 
status  to  the  Zwebell  House  in  Studio  City.  Earlier  this  year,  Councilmember 
Krekorian  submitted  a  motion  urging  the  city's  Cultural  Heritage 
Commission  to  support  the  home's  inclusion  in  LA's  list  of  Historic-Cultural 
Monuments  and  recognize  community  efforts  to  preserve  the  unique  home. 

Designed  by  renowned  LA  architects  Arthur  and  Nina  Zwebell,  the  1930s 
Great  Depression  era  property  is  an  excellent  example  of  American  Colonial 
Revival  residential  architecture  in  Studio  City,  according  to  the  Department 
of  City  Planning's  Cultural  Heritage  Commission  findings.  The  Zwebell 
House  also  fulfilled  the  commission's  criteria  as  "a  notable  work  of  a  master 
builder,  designer,  or  architect  whose  individual  genius  influenced  his  or  her 
age."
